Nebraska has been try- 
ing to get an extra member in this congress 
on the ground that the census 
of 1870 was a manifest fraud. The case was 


ably argued before the judiciary committee of | 


the house. Mr. Majors, the extra member 
elected from Nebraska, is here, and his friends 
have been hard at work to secure his admis- 
sion. On the lst of April the committee re- 
ported in favor of seating him. Mr. Willits, 
of Michigan, was instructed to insist upon the 
consideration of the report as a question of 
the highest privilege. Buta minority report 
was made by Mr. Hammond, of Georgia. The 
committee desired its report passed as soon as 
possible. Only the minority report 
with the single signature of Colo- 
nel Hammond stool opposed to it. 
The majority report was based upon a certi- 
fied copy under the great seal of Nebraska of 
what purported to be the census of that state 
in 1872, only two years after the United 
States census was taken. In other words, the 
report tried to show that the censusof ’72 
gave such an enormous increase over the | 
figure for ’70 that the latter must have been 
incorrect, and the state thus cheated outofa 
member of congress. After the report of the 
majority and his own dissenting report were 
in print, Colonel Hammond discovered that 
what was offered as the census of 1872 was real- 
ly the census of 1874 and! that no census was 
ever taken in 1872.

A BRIDGE TO MEXICO. 


The Proposed Court of Appeala—The Committee of 
Investigation. 

W asurnoton, May 5.—In the senate, a reso- 
lution was oftered by Mr. Windem for the 
appointment by the chair of an investigating 
committee of five to inquire whether any 
money has been received by contributions or 
otherwise from ee in interest to promote 
the passage of the house bill relating to dis- 
tilled spirits in special bonded warehouses, 
and if so for what uses the money has been 
expended, the committee to send for persons 
and papers, to employ a. stenographer and re- 

»rt the result of such investigation. Adopted 
without debate. 

THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

The debate on the court of appeals bill was 
again taken up, but the bill went over on the 
announcement by Mr. Morgan that he had 
been impressed with the statements contained 
in the paper prepared for presentation to the 
American bar association on the constitu- 
tional power of congress to divide the su- 
preme court into sections, and he wanted the 
senate to have the benetit of it. 

A BRIDGE TO MEXICO, 
A bill was passed, on motion of Mr. Coke, 


authorizing the construction of a stfeet rail- 
way and wagon road bridge over the Rio 
Grande river between the city of El Paso, 
Texas, and Paso de Norte, Mexico. The sen- 
ate then adjourned till Monday. 

THE EVENING SESSION, 

At its evening session to-night, the house 
assed 45 pension bills, and then at 9:50 ad- 
journed until to-morrow.

THE DEBATE CLOSED 


And the Tariff Commission Bill Comeésto a Point—A 
Mo.-ion to Recommit. 

WasHINGTON, May 5—In the house, Mr. 
Kasson, of Iowa, in demanding the regular 
order, stated that he expected to complete 
the progranime to-day. Mr. Townshend, of 
[linois, inquired whether by that remark he 
meant to indicate that a vote would be reach- 
ed to-day. Mr. Kasson replied that that 
depended upon three gentlemen who were to 
speak, and that it was not possible for him to 
say whether the vote 8 be had until to- 
morrow. 


THE DEBATE PROCEEDS, 

The house then, at 11:10, went into com- 
mittee of the whole; Mr. Robinson of Mas- 
sachusetts, in the chair, on the tariff commis- 
sion bill. Mr. Randall favored the pending 
bill. Mr. Curtin also favored it. Mr. Whit- 
thorne opposed it. 

CLOSING FOR THE DEMOCRATS, 

Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, followed, opening 
with a general discussion of the tariff and in- 
ternal revenue questions. He favored a tariff 
for revenue only. Mr. Tucker spoke for two 
hours, but it was only in the last few minutes 
that he discussed the features of the pending 
bill. It had been well said, he con- 
tended, that this commission bill 
was an affidavit for the continuance 
of a bad cause, a cause on which the de- 
fendant dare not go to trial before the people. 
The proposition was that this house should 
hand over to the president and the senate the 
absolue power of appointing a commission 
which should gather the facts on which a 
verdict was to be rendered. To-day, instead 
of voting to remit this whole question to a 
commission, the house ought to march up 
boldly to its duty, and meet the issue before 
the country. [Applause. } 

CLOSING FOR THE REPUBLICANS. 

Mr. Kelly, of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the committee on ways and means, then took 
the floor to sum up the debate, felicitating 
the house on the fact that the long and tedi- 
ous discussion was about to be brought toa 
close. He reminded the gentleman from Vir- 
ginia (Mr. Tucker) that if the commission 
bill was an affidavit for a continuance, the 
afiant was a democratic senator, and that he 
acted for the democratic senate of the 
United States He was for this bill. 
He did not believe that the 
tariff! could be wisely reformed in many 
years, with acontroversy in congress between 
abstract free trade and uw system allied to the 
railroad policy and national economy. The 
present discussion had demonstrated the un- 
fitness of the American congress to handle 
the subject, and had given the house an 
insight into” the condition ot the 
public mind onthe questions. He denied 
that the bill was one that needed overthrow 
and reconstruction. It needed amendment. 
He spoke fortwo hours and a quarter, and 
then stopped, not, as he said, for any lack 
of matter to discuss, but by reason of fa- 
tigue. His speech was listened to with great 
interest, and at times considerable amuse- 
ment, and received much applause. 

TAKING IT UP BY SECTIONS. 

This closed the general! debate and the first 
section of the bill was read, it being. under- 
stood that debate would only be permitted on 
bona fide amendments. Mr. Randall, of 
Pennsylvania, offered an amendment pro- 
viding that the commission shall consist of 
two senators, three representatives and four 
civilian experts. Mr. McLane, of Maryland, 
gave notice of a _ resolution which he 
would offer fora recommittal of the bill, 
with instructions to the ways and means 
committee to report back a bill respecting the 
internal revenue taxes, excepting the taxes 
on spirits, fermented liquors and tobacco, re- 
ducing the tax on whisky to fifty cents 
per gallon, and on malt liquor and tobacco 
10 per cent annually, and to report a_ bill re- 
ducing all existing duties on imports to a 
maximum revenne standard. The committee 
then rose, and the house at 4:50 took a recess 
until 7:30, the evening sesslon to be for con- 
sideration of pension bills. 


EDITORS tN PRISON. 


A New Orteans Judge Deals Harshly With the Press’ 

New York, May 5.—The Times New Orleans 
special of yesterday says: ‘‘Several days ago 
Watson Van Benthusen, president of two or 
three street railroad companies, the water gas 
company, etc. applied to the civil court for an 
injunction restraining the publishers ot 
the Mascotte from writing or printing 
in their paper any article referring 
tohim. Judge N. H. Righter issued tbe in- 
junction. On Saturday the Mascotte appeared, 
containing a strong article concerning Van 
Benthusen and his undue influence over the 
city council of New Orleans. 

BROUHT UP ON TRIAL. 

To-day, the Gascote’s editor, business 
manager and publisher, were arraigned be- 
fore Judge Monroe, of the civil court, to an- 
swer to a charge of contempt of court, in dis- 
regarding the order of Judge Righer. They 
were ably defended by ex-Governor Nicholls, 
who Redlared the whole proceeding to be a 
violation of the state constitution, but Judge 
Monroe sentenced them to ten days’ impris- 
onment in the parish prison, where they are 
now lockedup. The matter has created great 
excitement in town.

AN INDIAN BATTLE. 


Forty Indians Killed—Peace Throughout Arizona Hop- 
ed For. 

LorpspcrG, New Mexico, May 5.—Reports 
from Mexice are to the effect that Captain 
Tupper and his troops had a second encounter 
with the Indians on the Ist instant, about 40 
miles south of Cloverdale, killing 40 Indians 
and recapturing about 2,200 head of stock. 
Captain Tupper lost one killed and one 
wounded. The town of Galley- 
ville, falsely reported last week as 
having been burned by the Indians, 
is rapidly being deserted. Merchants and 
others are moying all their stock and effects 
to San Simon for safety, though it is believed 
that all immediate danger is over. Colonel 
Brady, who left here May Ist, reached Rich- 
mond with his command yesterday morning, 
having scouted along the Gila valley, and over 
the entire route between here and Richmond. 
He reports all quiet and no signs of fresh 
Indian tracks.

BLOUNT ON BLAIR. 


“MYSTERIOUS SENATOR ”’ 
CLOSELY CATECHISED. 


THE 


His Attempt to Evade Auswers Promptly Met by the 
Georgia Congressmav—Grant’s Connection with 
the Scheme—A Fidgety Senator's Em- 
barrassment—Patriotic Solicitude. 


WasHinctoy, May 5.—The examination of 
Senator Blair was resumed before the foreign 
affairs committee, representative Blount con- 
ducting the examination. 

Question—‘‘ What was the amount of stock 
tendered you by Mr. Shipherd?”’ 

Witness—‘*Do you think that essential””’ 

Mr. Blount—‘'I do.”’ 

Witness—‘'I must decline to answer that. I 
have stated ali that I think is essential 
of my connection with the company, 
and don’t care to go further 
in that direction. I never received any 
momey or any other than stock.” 

Mr. Blount then read from Mr. Blaine’s 
evidence, and asked was Blair correct in 
saving that at that first interview, Shipherd 
told the secretary that Senator Blaine was one 
of the active counsel. 

Answer—‘‘I cannot tellastothe expres- 
sions used. There was no misunderstanding 
about it. It was well understood at the time. 
[ remember that Boutwell and Cragin were 
mentioned at the time.’’ Witness replied to 
further questions: ‘‘Mr. Blaine understood 
that I appeared there as counsel. He knew 
that I was desirows of aiding Shipherd. I 
asked the secretary if, from his knowledge of 
affairs, there could be any impropriety of my 
acting as counsel, and he said he could 
see none. This was before thisinterview with 
Shipherd. No one intimated to me that there 
was any impropriety in my being connected 
with the company until this investigation be- 
gan. I never concealed my connection. 
shouid do the same thing over, with the same 
light. i have no apology tooffer here or else- 
where.” 


WITNESS DECLINES TO ANSWER. 
Mr. Blount again asked how much stock 
witness bad received as his fee from Shipherd 
and Mr. Biairagain refused to answer. ‘he 
witness stated that he had not influenced any 
capitalists to enter the scheme. 
(Juestion—‘Did you ever use this language, 
(quoting from Shipberd’s testimony the para- 
graph in which occurs the words, ‘you should 
act as though ships of war were on their way 
to the Pacitic coast.’) I can only assure you 
that the United States will speak in. a man- 
ner to mark an era in diplomacy, etc?” 
Answer—"'I may have used such language, 
but the «questions are asked from a different 
mental view from that under which the letter 
was written.’’ The witness desired to explain 
the view he took attimes. He believed that 
at that time Chili had changed its mind, and 
proposed to insist upon the dismemberment 
of Peruvian territory. He (Blair) looked 
upon it as insult to this government 
and he believed that some steps 
would be taken by our government, and that 
possibly ships of war would be sent there. 
Mr. Blount said he didn’t think a long ex- 
planation was necessary. What he wanted to 
know was why he spoke in this manner to his 
client of the policy of the United States if he 
did not think that the policy gave any value 
to the claim.” 

THE “FRIENDLY OFFICES’’ SOUGHT. 
Chairman Williams—'*Did you regard the 
securing of the friendly oftices of this govern- 
ment as the first important step to be taken 
in the Shipherd enterprise?’ 

Answer—"'!I remarked that persuading Chili 
to take an indemnity instead of insisting upon 
the dismemberment of Peruvian territory, was 
an important step to take. I wanted the 
United States to take a position friend- 
y to Peru. I considered it 
additional aid it the friendly offices of the 
United States were secured. I didn’t expect 
the policy of the United States would be at 
all changed on account of these claims. 

Question—‘‘Did you understand the goy- 
ernment as demanding from Chili that she 
should not insist on the dismemberment of 
Peru?’’ The witness declined to discuss the 
meaning of the dispatches. He had no other 
view of the policy than that indicated in the 
dispatches. 

THE USE OF GRANT'S NAME. 

Mr. Blount (quoting from Shipherd’s testi- 
mony) asked: ‘How did you learn Genera! 
Grant’s opinion upon this matter?” The wit- 
ness objected to this line of inquiry, but Mr. 
Blount replied that if the name of General 
Grant and the influence of this government 
has been brought to bear to induce the pay- 
ment by Peru of $1,200,000,000 I think it pert 
tinent that the names of all the parties inter- 
ested should be known.’’ The witness said his 
knowledge of Grant’s views was derived from 
Shipherd’s statements to him exclusively, 
with the one exception of General Grant’s in- 
dorsement on a draft of instructions to be 
sent to Minister Huribut. 

“Did you understand that General Grant 
favorea a formal deimand by our government 
upon Peru for these claims?”’ 

Answér—"I do not undertake to give the 
language, but I think it was the form of a dis- 
patch indicating instructionsto our minister 
to use their good offices.”’ , 

BLOUNT ANNOYS HIM AGAIN, 

Mr. Blount was about to ask a question 
based on the words ‘‘good offices,’’ when the 
witness interrupted with the remark that he 
did not care to be questioned upon specific 
words when he had distinctly stuted that he 
would not give the exact words. 

Mr. Blount—‘'I do not propose to be lack- 
ing in any courtesies to the gentleman, but I 
am not going to be stopped from asking any 
questions unless by decision of the commit- 
tee.”’ The witness simply desired to 
remove a misapprehension. He then 
restated his understanding of the document 
alluded to, and produced a copy of a draft of 
instructions which Shipherd asked to be sent. 
to Minister Hurlbut about the middle of Oc- 
tober, and remarked that he believed it was 
upon the original draft of these instructions 
that Grant had made an indorsement. The 
document covered six pages of letter paper. 
The witness then read a draft of instructions 
which Shipherd wished to have sent to Kil- 
patrick. [t was much briefer,and informed k il- 
patrick that the instructions sent to Hurlbut 
were intended likewise for bim. The witness 
was notsure upon which paper Grant’s in- 
dorsement was made. The witness did not 
know who prepared the paper. Shipherd 
sent him (Blair) a copy, which he (Blair) 
showed to Blaine. The latter declined, how- 


than he had indicated in his instructions al- 
ready given. The witness was entirely non- 
committal as to what wasto be thought of 
Shipherd’s testimony regarding the part 
he had taken in _ the  interprise. 
He admitted tbat wae. paste of Shipberd’s 
letter to Arizona, forwarded through Hurl- 
but to Lima, stated the ition of our state 
depattment more strongly than was correct. 
He was not prepared, however, to call Ship- 
herd’s statements “misrepresentations.” 
AN OPINION SOUGHT. 

Mr. Blount called the witness’ attention to 
the report of the law oificer of the state de- 
partment upon the Landreau claim, and 
asked: ‘‘But do you think Landreau would 
expect this government to recognize the va- 
lidity of the claim, his right to which attach- 
ed before he became acitizen?’

THE QUESTION OF APPEALS, 

Notices of appeal were entertained in the 

following cases: 


Of Rey. A. J. Baird, charged with immor- 
ality, specified as slander, passed upon ad- 
versely by the Alabama conference. He 
claims that the conference did not consider 
extenuating circumstances, 

Of Rey. Louis Kendall, expelled from Mis- 
sissippi conference for immorality. He de- 
clares the decision to have been contrary to 
the evidence. 

Rey. P. C. Parrish, who was suspendéd for 
one year by the North Mississippi conference, 
having been found guilty of tislenboed. The 
grounds for appeal were, the individual evi- 
dence was not considered, and the verdict was 
unjust,

HOW THE BODY -OF JENNIE CRA- 
MER WAS DISSECTED, 


The Fragments Left Lying Around for the Chickens— 
A Disgusting Sight—The Violence Used'to Sub. 
@ue the Girl— Bvidence as to Her Cirestity 
Upto Within a Few Rours of Death. 


New Haven, May 5.—In the Malley case, 
Mrs. Cramer, mother of Jennie, reiterated her 
former testimony, given at the preliminary 
examination in New Hayen, and produced 
letters written by James Malley, Jr., to Jen» 
nie, and letters written by Walter Malley, 
signed ‘‘Blancne.” The direct testimony of 
Jennie Cramer's mother was continued when 
the court reassembled after the recess, and 
several letters sent by James Malley, Jr., and 
Blanche Douglass were read aud identified 
by the witness. The contents of the letters 
were persistent invitations to Jennie to go 
riding, and one, which was taken to Jennie 
Cramer by a little cash girl from Malley’s 
store, and which was unsigned, though be- 
lieved to have been written by James Malley. 
was an invitation to Jennie to take a pleasure 
trip from New Haven to Coney Island. Sev- 
eral others, supposed to come from the Doug- 
lass woman, but which the prosecution say 
they will prove were written by Walter Mal- 
ley with Douglass’ consent, were read.

WEDNESDAY’S EXAMIN ATION, 

The redirect examination of Dr. Prudden 
was resumed Wednesday morning in the 
Malley case. State’s-Attorney Doolittle read 
from a number of medical books giving a re- 
cord of cases where arsenic had caused death 
in a few hours after administration, and 
where there was no irritation of the stomach. 
Vomiting, the witness said, was produced 
by stomach irritation. Death might be un- 
usually rapid, and no post mortem indica- 
tion of arsenic poisoning appear. Mr. 
Doolittle read from Woodman and Tidy’s 
work that in abovt one-half of the 
cases of arsenic poisoning death ensued 
in aboutnine hours. He read from Taylor 
an account oi séveral cases of arsenie poisoning 
from drinking port wine from a bottle in 
which some cf the poison in solid form had 
been dropped. The arsenic did not affect the 
taste or colorof the wine. Taylor was quoted 
to show the widely-varying intervals in which 
arsenic accomplishes fatal results. When the 
effect was fatal within twenty-four hours a 
large proportion gf the victims died in as 
early as eight hours. Harvey mentions 197 
cases, in thirty-six of which no marked indi- 
cations of the action of the poison upon the 
stomach or intestines were found. 

Mr. Jones’ cross-examination—“Don’t you 
consider it most remarkable that if Jennie 
Cramer died from poison her stomach should 
show no signs of it?” 

Being an instant 
poison, it is natural it should have an instant 
action.

GaLENA, Ill., April 22.—About two weeks 
ago David Block, a leading merchant of 
Platteville, Wis., coughed up a large, heavy, 
black-looking substance, an inch in diameter, 
and weighing a little over an ounce and a 
half.

GrirFin, GA., May 5.—The jury in the case 
of Alfred B. Doyal, after being out all night, 
finally agreed, and at 6 o’clock this morning 
turned in averdict of ‘‘guilty."" About 9 
o'clock the judge called the court to order 
again for the purpose of pronouncing sen- 
tence upon the prisoner. At the bidding of 
_ Judge Stewart Alfred Doyal stood up and re- 
ceived the terrible sentence of death. He 
was pale and restless, and most undoubtedly 
evoked the sympathy of the vast crowd which 
had assembled. When asked if he had any- 
thing to say why sentence should not be pass- 
ed upon him, he replied: *‘‘I have nothing to 
say.” The judge then proceeded with the 
sentence, and delivered the same in the most 
impressive and touching manner. Alfred 


Doyal will be hung on the 29th of next June. 
The prisoner objected to being hung on the 
30th of June because, as he said, Guiteau 
was to swing on that day. The judge granted 
his request, and the 29th falls on Thursday. 
No case ever attracted such attention in 
Spalding county as this, the court house 
being crowded ever since the trial begun on 
Monday last. The jury stood eleven for 
straightout hanging and one for imprisonment 
for life.

Hot Hovsr, Fannin County, May 1. 
—Here in Fannin county sweet balmy spring 
is with us now, arrayed in all her loveliness;

looks, since she has waved her scepter and 
bid cold, hoary winter depart; and yet hé 
seems loath to leave us, for occasionally cool 
nights and mornings reminds us that he is 
not far off.

SAVANNAH HARBOR. 


Colenel Warren Tells All About the Work for the 
Approp: lation. 
From the Savannah Times. 

A few weeks ago Mayor Wheaton. accom- 
anied by Colonel Joseph W. Warren, left for 
Vashington for the purpose of advocating Sa- 

vannah’'s claim to a larger appropriation for 
harbor improvements than $100,000, which 
amount had already been determined upon 
by the committee on appropriations, com- 
goer of the following named gentlemen: 
age, Of California, chairman; Reagan, of 
Texas; Herndon, of Alabama; Gibson, of Lou- 
isiana; Ross, of New Jersey; Townsend, of 
Ohio; Candler, of Massachusetts; Guenther, 
of Minnesota; Horr, of Michigan; Washburn, 
of Illinois; Richardson, of New York; George, 
of Oregon; White, of Kentucky, and McLane, 
of Maryland. His honor, Mayor Wheaton 
and Colonel Warren having completed their 
good work, made all arrangements to 
leave Washington for home on last Saturday, 
but,unfortunately,Mayor Wheaton was called 
to his father’s aeathbed in Guilford, Conn. 
Colonel Warren, however, came on home and 
this morning We waltzed into his office with a 
view to interview the aforesaid gentleman, 
and herewith we give the result of that inter- 
view: 

“Suppose you had a pleasant trip?’ 

“Oh, yes, we had a nice time, but had to 
work like beavers, though.we had plenty of 
help. Everybody treated us with the utmost 
kindness and consideration, and seemed de- 
termined todo all they could to aid our 
cause.”’

“Who 
work?’ 

‘Well, there were Blount, Cook and Speer, 
they all worked like Trojans for us. Blount 
and Speer were untiring in their efforts, and 
Cook never lost an opportunity to put in a 
lick where it would do most good. The other 
representatives from Georgia also took much 
interest in our matters. Then there was 
Randall, of Pennsylvania, and Hardenburgh., 
of New Jersey, they both rendered valuable

collector of our port, both of those gentlemen 
did good work for us, but Blount and 
Speer were particularly active in 
our cause.

but Captain Wheaton and I determined to do 
our best, and, with the aid of our friends, 
we think we accomplished a good deal. The 
committee very kindly consented to hear us, 
even after they had decided upon the figures 
for the several appropriations. Now, that was 
something unusual, but they not only did 
that, but they gave us every opportunity to 
aid our cause, and the members, both repub- 
licans and democrats, seemed determined to 
draw a veil over everything uf a sectional or 
political nature, and they all treated us splen- 
did, and our representatives told us that it 
was unprecedented that a committee should 
open their doors to us after deciding upon the 
figures forappropriation. Indeed, I look upon 
it asa great compliment to our section, and 
one we should not forget. But there was an- 
other gentleman, and a soldier too, who came 
over from New York to lend us his aid. That

Whio, I believe, is the chief engineer of this 
department. General Gilmore putin some

eloquence, but came right down to business, 
and talked to them in a plain, business-like way 
and his remarks had their effect. I knew that 
Captain Wheaton never boasted of his power of 
eloquence, but the plain, business-like way 
which he spoke took with the committee, 
helped us finely.

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SUrGHUM SUGAR. 


Professor Silliman Teil« iae Latest Improvements. in 
Making Sugar. 


From the New York Tribune. 

During the past three or four years the 
sugar-producing Capacity of the Chinese sugar 
cane, so-called, and more familiarly known as 
sorghum, has been the subject of the most 
careful and painstaking experimental investi- 

rations at the department of agriculture in 
Vashington, under the direction of Dr. Peter 
Collier, the chemist of that department. His 
sublished results for the years 1878, ’79 and 
8) have been widely distributed in the vari- 
ous reports of the agricultural department. 
Those tor 1881 exist at present only in MMS., 
and, together with the important points 
already set forth in former reports, have not 
yet had the careful consideration by farmers 
and planters which the importance of the 
subject demands. I am able to speak 
wh this subject with some  author- 
ity, because it has been my duty 
as chairman of a committee of the national 
academy of sciences, appointed last year to 
investigate the methods and results obtained 
by Dr. Collier, to make a careful study of the 
whole ground. The report of that committee 
has been rendered, but will not be published 
for some time, certainly not in season to be of 
use to your planters in this emergency, and I 
can without violating confidence communi- 
cate such data and conclusions important to 
the right understanding ef thissubjectas may 
perhaps enable them to secure a crop this 
season, Whenever there is land open toimme- 
diate use for the growth of sorghum. 

To come right down to business. without 
circumlocution, I think I may safely say 
that your planters can secure a crop from 
the seed of say half a dozen sorts of sorghum, 
which will fully mature in periods of from 
three months to six months from date of 
sowing, and which will produce from one to 
two hogsheads of good “C”’ sugar, polarizing 
%* per cent,and which cannot be told from the 
best Ribbon or other cane sugar of the same 
grade. This they can do with no other 
treatment than they now employ in 
working the old stands of canes 
and with a longer working period the juice, 
will read at least 10° B., equal to 1,075 spe- 
cific gravity and will polarize good 12 per. 
cent to 16 per cent, which is, if 1 am correctly 
informed, fully as well as the Louisiana plan- 
tersnow do. This juice they can defecate 
with lime and sulphur fumes or sulphurous 
acid and reduce in vacuum pans as usual or 
in open trains. Let us support these rather 
broad assertions by more specific statements. 

I will cite the ‘‘Early Amber Cane,”’ whigh 
matures in ninety days, reaching its perfect 
condition in the latitude of Washington by 
the middle of September and maintaining a 
working period of two wonths., or until severe 
frosts. It makes fully 9 per cent of ‘‘available 
sugar’ (after deducting about 14 per cent of 
glucose and 3 per cent of solids not sugar), 
and has produced over wide areas of the west 
10 to 20 tons of canes per acre, yielding 140 
gallons of jufee per ton, and of well-grained 
sugars from 80 to 100 pounds per ton of stalks 
and from 20 to 25 gallons of syrup of excellent 
quality, weighing from 11 to 11'4 pounds per 
gullon. This may ba considered the leading 
variety of the early maturing serts of surghum. 
The yield of seed is from 20 to 30 bushels per 
acre, an excellent grain or stock or hogs, 
worth in the north from cents to 75 cents 
per bushel. 

The *‘Early Orange” matures in about four 
montis, say 117 days, from seed; it has an 
average exponent of sugar of 72's per cent 
or an average available cane sugur product of 
93; percent; it is good here for about two 
thousand pounds per acre of excellent ‘C”’ 
sugar. The largest grain I have seenin any 
sugar, sorghum or cane, was made last year 
from this variety of sorghum by A. Folger, 
of Washington, Iowa, a sample of which 4s 
before me as ] write. As respects this variety 
of cane, the testimony of Coiouel Henry b. 
Richards, of LaGrange, Fayette county, Tex- 
as, is very important. He says in a letter 
dated April 8, 1882: ‘‘Let me tell you about 
my orange cane, It is no longer doubtful at 
ali but that the orange cane will 
become, in this climate, perenni- 
al. I have tested it now (for two 
years and am convinced that the stubbles will 
stand colder weather and more of it 
than those of the ribbon cane. My cane 
from last year’s stubbles has larger stalks, is 
taller, and in every respect ahead of the ear- 
liest seed cane at this tme.’’ This is the first 
authentic testimony we have of any of the 
sorghum bearing perennial, and it is of great 
importance. The very remarkable plasticity 
of this species places it in the very first rank 
of varibility, and gives the best possible rea- 
sons for believing that new and superior vari- 
eties better adapted than any now known 
will be evolved by our American expe- 
rience. It is remarkable how much has been 
accomplished in this way already. The 
oranges have a working period here of seven- 

y-nine days. 

There are half a dozen varicties of sorghum 
of from five to six months in maturing, which 
are substantially alike, requiring 150 to 170 
days from the seed to full maturity, and giv- 
ing in this latitude from twenty tosixty days’ 
working periods, but in your latitude and 
that of Texas affurding probably ninety days’ 
working period. These are Honduras, Honey- 
Top, Sprangle-Top, Texas Cane, Mammoth, 
etc. All these have been grown here, but are 
very little suited to this latitude. In your 
Louisiana region they will work in perfectly 
well with the early maturing varieties, and 
keep your mills busy for along period of 
time, preducing from 2.000 to 3,000 pounds of 
sugar. Even in Kansas last year thirty- 
seven and a half ton of Hon- 
duras were matured on an acre, as 
appears from testimony in my hands. In 

rour suilundclimate such a yield will proba- 
bly be general. In respect of sugar. produc- 
ing capacity we really know less of the nature 
of these long maturing varieties than we do 
of the kinds like the early amber, which are 
better suited to our latitude. But with you 
I fully anticipate that results will be attained 
which will exceed even those already ob- 
tained in Kansas. 

I will not weary you with too many de- 
tails, of which the number held in reserve is 
very great. But 1 will add a few points of the 
greatest importance to be known as essential 
to success in obtaining cane sugar from sor- 
ghum. 

First—The plant should be fully ripe be- 
fore rolling commences. Its ripe condition is 
known by the seed being fully hard and the 
upper leaves beginning to wilt. If rolled be- 
fore this time the juice, as appears by thou- 
sands of analyses, containes less sugar and 
more glucose than at maturity, and of course 
the amount of sugar available is diminished 
in proportion. 

Second—The canes should be rolled as soon 
after cutting as possible—all in the same day 
if possible. It is not important to reserve the 
leaves; by some evidence the mine al of the 
leaves appears to be an injury. But the top 
must be reserved, of course, as well to save 
the seed as to avoid injury to the juice. _ 

Third—The juice shows by its density just 
what it is worth. Itshould run from 8° to 
12° B, say from 1,060 to 1,090 specific gravity, 
averaging about 1,075, or 10° B. And it 
should be handled without delay, as itis 
more prone than Cuba cane juice to chemical 
changes. But the same rules for acidity, the 


same treatment by lime and by «sulphur will | 


be found available as at present with your 
planters. _ 2 

Fourth—For the matter of culture, it 1s 
suftticient to say that any soil that will raise a 
good crop of corn will do well for sorghum, 
which is Dest drilled in with acommon drill- 
ing machine in rows 3)% to 4 feet apart, the 
plants to be thinned out to about four inches 
apart in the row. During the early weeks of 

rowth, sorghum is delicate and requires a 
little more care thancorn. But once well 
under way it requires no extra care, _

buggy to a citizen who had been foolish 
enough to go abroad for such an article. "The 
fact,;’’ said he, ‘‘that the wealthiest and best 
carriage makers of the east and west have 
about decided to give up business there is 
proof that they cannot compete with us either 
in style, work:manship, durability or price.”’ 
And John isright, there can be no doubt 
about that, for his own carriage factory, not 
to speak of the others in the city, is an evi- 
dence that there is no need of leaving Atlanta 
fora fine carriage, This is attested by the 
purchases of the Inmans, Mayor English, 
Major Ben Crane and others, who patronize 
home manufactures in preference to sending 
their orders to strange places.

The raw material for this—the 
steel and wood—will cost $7,000, leaving $29,- 
000 as the value he creates during the year, to 
be divided among his hands, renis, profits, 
etc. He will employ at present capacity, in- 
cluding salsemen and~all, over fftv hands” 
The $36,000 will represent the wholesale value 
of hisannual product. At retail it is worth 
nearly double as much. His cutiery 
is of the _ best quality and _— sells 
along with the best that is made. There isno 
industry of the same capital and age and size 
that does so much forthe city.
